Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed 
necessary  to  condemn  land  for  the  widening  of  Menefee  Driven  described  as  follows; 


All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  Opening  V aoation™  -C  ondemnation  of  right  of  way  for«ititit^ 
purposes  as  above  described,  now  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  The  condemnation  of  said  land  as  above  described  is  to  be  made 
by  appropriating  for  street  purposes  the  west  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  Lots  19  thru 
27  inclusive,  C*  M,  Menefee 's  1st  Addition,  also  a five  (5)  foot  triangle  on 
Lot  27,  C,  M,  Menefee 's  1st  Addition,  included  in  above  description.

Dear  Mr.  Meyers: 

The  following  is  a report  on  the  Menefee  Drive  situation  as  you 
requested . 

Sometime  during  the  year  1952  the  Safety  Department  posted  Pauline 
Street  for  (90  Minute  Parking) , which  required  the  people  living 
along  this  Street  to  find  other  means  of  Parking  their  automobiles, 
inasmuch  as  the  lots  were  all  very  narrow  (36*)  it  was  impossible 
for  them  to  construct  side  drives,  making  it  necessary  for  them  to 
park  their  cars  in  the  rear  of  their  lots. 

To  get  to  the  rear  of  their  property  they  were  able  to  use  a 12' 

Alley  running  back  from  Pauline  Street,  however  the  owner  of  Lot  #27 
protested  them  using  this  platted  alley  until  we  were  able  to  convince 
them  that  it  was  an  alley.  Since  Menefee  Drive,  which  was  located 
at  the  rear  of  these  properties  had  not  been  used  for  years  it  was 
allowed  to  wash  into  the  river,  making  it  necessary  to  open  another 
means  of  parking. 

On  September  4,  1953,  seven  (7)  out  of  nine  (9)  property  owners 
presented  a petition  for  the  Condemnation  of  Right-of-way  for  Street 
purposes  for  the  widening  of  Menefee  Drive  with  the  understanding 
that  it  was  going  to  take  15  feet  off  the  rear  of  each  property. 

The  notices  were  mailed  to  the  property  owners  as  required  by  law, 
but  since  all  but  three  of  the  properties  involved  were  buying  on 
Contract  the  notices  were  mailed  to  the  Allen  Home  Builders,  In- 
corporated. 

For  some  reason  or  other  they  did  not  notify  these  people  in  accord- 
ance with  the  notices  mailed.  The  notices  stated  the  date  for  appear- 
ing before  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  Hearing's  on  Confirmation 
and  Confirmation  of  Assessment  Roll;  after  which  time  Assessment  Roll 
for  Benefits  and  Damages  was  delivered  to  the  Department  of  Finance. 

The  only  charges  to  the  property  owners  was  for  Advertising,  since 
the  majority  had  agreed  to  give  the  City  the  fifteen  (15)  feet  for 
Street  purposes.  Each  property  owner  was  assessed  his  share  of  the 
Advertising  cost,  which  amounted  to  $4.24,  which  was  figured  on  front 
foot  basis.

In  the  case  of  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Shelton,  who  live  at  2066  Pauline 
Street  the  amount  of  their  benefits  was  $4.24.  While  arrangements 
were  being  made  for  the  opening  of  this  new  Menefee  Drive  a fence 
was  constructed  across  the  proposed  Drive  by  Mr.  Shelton,  and 
since  he  did  not  appear  at  the  meeting  for  the  Confirmation  of 
the  Assessment  Roll  no  consideration  was  given  to  reimbursing  him 
for  the  fence. 

My  opinion  of  this  whole  matter  is  that  the  Sheltons  do  not  co- 
operate with  the  neighbors.  In  fact  Mr.  Shelton  admitted  before 
the  Board  Meeting  last  Tuesday  night  that  he  did  not  talk  to  his 
neighbors.  Of  course  in  the  case  of  the  five  (5)  feet  additional, 
that  was  taken  off  the  corner  of  Mr,  Buget's  property.  This 
was  made  necessary  in  order  that  cars  could  make  the  turn  off  of 
the  East  and  West  Alley  onto  Menefee  Drive.
